We give this morning the curious results in 
this city of the effort to raise what is known as 
the “ Tipperary Fund.“ Something more than 
a year ago there was an election in Tipperary in 
which the Irish candidate was defeated by a 
Britisher. Though there were only about 1,100 
voters in Tipperary, the defeated candidate. in- 
curred expenses amounting to about £40,000—a 
good deal more than he was prepared to pay. A 
Commissioner was sent over to Chicago to raise 
funds to meet the deficiency, and, at a meeting 
held yesterday, the sum of $2,119.75 was reported 
as having been collected. This was doing very 
well, but the report also showed an expendi- 
ture of $1,585.10, presumably incurred 
in making the collections. This left 
only the sum of 9534.65 as the 
result of the year’s work, which was further re- 
duced by a sum of $250.60, consisting of sub- 
scriptions either reported twice or unpaid. The 
net proceeds of the Tipperary Fund are, there- 
fore, $274.05, or about enough to take the 
Special Commissioner back to Tipperary. Ac- 
cording to this showing, it is not likely that the 
defeated candidates of Tipperary will ever again 
apply to Chicago for assistance in paying off 
election debts. 


A very large was held yesterday at 
the West Side Turner Hall, to consider 
the condition of the workingmen. The 
meeting was orderly, and was addressed 
by various speakers in the English, French, 
The sentiments were to some extent very 
radical.

Nevertheless, the holding of the Tur- 
ner Hall meeting will undoubtedly lead to good 
results in turning public attention to the dis- 
tressed condition of the unemployed classes, 
and enlisting active efforts in their behalf.

THE NATIONAL BANKRUPT LAW. 
The dispatches from Washington state that 
the early repeal of the Bankrupt law has been 
checked by the arrival of numerous petitions 
against the passage of the bill, which was so 
summarily rushed through the House a few days 
ago. The vote in the House was apparently 
based upon the idea that, if the law was repealed, 
debts could no longer be collected. Legislation 
in bebalf of debtors is always in order, eepecial- 
ly in times of panic, and the vote of the House 
shows that the law is at the present moment 
uppopular. Nevertheless, we are convinced that 
its unpopularity originates not so much in any 
injustice of the law as in a hasty judgment that 
ignores the protection afforded by it to 
beth debtors and creditors in a degree 
never attained before by any law in 
this country for the collection of debts. The 
leading principle of the Bankrupt law as it 
stands now is simply that in cases of insolvency 
no one creditor shall be able to take the prece- 
dence of others to their disadvantage or to the 
disadvantage of the bankrupt himself. The op- 
ponents of the law complain of the facility with 
which one unreasonable creditor may now throw 
a debtor into bankruptcy, take his business out of 
his hands, place it in tne control of an assignee 
who does not understand its details or the gen- 
eral policy of its management, and so to -eome 
extent destroy its value ; whereas, if left in the 
hands of the debtor himself, he might so twist 
and turn as to pay off his debts in full, and come 
out without the discredit of having been in the 
bankrupt courts. This, however, is supposing 
an extreme case not applicable to one in a 
hundred of the cases in which petitions are filed. 


hawking process by which, prior to the 
enactment of the Bankrupt law, any unreason- 
able creditor could sue out a writ of attachment, 
pounce down upon the debtor’s most valuable 
and marketable property, sell it at auction for 
half or quarter of its real value, and, having 
thus sacrificed thrice the value of his debt and 
crippled the debtor beyond recovery, left the 
other creditors no other alternative than to rush 
in and get what they could. Let any one try to 
imagine what would have been the result had 
these facilities for letting the harpies of the 
law loose upon every one who has failed 
to meet his obligations during the last three 
months. The great incentive of getting more 
than their equitable share of the debtor’s prop- 
erty, the chance of getting pay in-full, while all 
other creditors might be compelled to take one- 
half or one-fourth of their claims, would have 
impelled thousands of creditors to adopt this 
course. There would now be a shower of writs, 
the courte would be full of suits, and thou- 
sands of lawyers would be growing rich at 
the expense of both debtors and creditors, and, 
aside ‘from the injustice to creditors who were 
disposed to be forbearing, the bankrupt’s sub 
stance would be much more largely absorbed in 
legal expenses than under the Bankrupt law as 
it stands now. At present, the law bide every 
one keep “hands off” the debtor's property 
until the Court decades whether he is insolvent 
or not. If it finds ‘that he is not, it refuses to 
grant the petition for an assignee, and the debtor 
has reason to be thankful for the, protection of 
the law. If, om the other hand, it is 
found that he is insolvent, the Court bids every 
creditor come in and take his equitable propor- 
tion. But in this distribution the Courts are 
bound to require that the property shall be so 
managed that it shall yield the most possible, 
that there shall be no forced sales at unfavora- 
ble times or under any circumstances that would 
sacrifice the property at less than its real value. 
For this protection of their interests it seems to 
us that creditors have reason to regard the Bank- 
rupt law as the guardian of their interests equally 
with those of the debtor. Finally, the Bankrupt 
law gives the debtor a discharge from all his 
debts, and permits him to begin life again free 
from the incubus of debt, which, under the old 
laws, has cruſhed the energy of many a man for 
life. 

Wo are inclined to the belief that the whole- 
some restraint which the Bankrupt law imposes 
upon creditors has been a potent influence 
in the restoration of confidence since 
the panic. Remove this restraint and it 
is not improbable that the eagerness of cred- 
itors to get the better of each other would cause 
a renewal of some of its worst features. At 
any rate, to use one of the homely illustrations 
of Mr. Lincoln, it is a bad time to swap horses 


in crossing a stream, and until the country has 


entirely recovered from the effects of the panic 
and all branches of business are in the full tide 
of prosperity again, it will be a most dangerous 
experiment to change the laws for the colleo- 
tion of debts.

MORE BOGUS RAILROAD SUBSCRIPTIONS. 


. The Legal News publishes the opinion of the 


Supreme Court of Illinois, delivered last winter 
in the case of the Chicago & Rock River Rail- 
road Company against the officers of the Town 
of Montmorency, in Whiteside County. It ap- 
pears that, upon the petition of eleven taxpay- 
ers, an election was held in the town on the 
question of voting $50,000 in town bonds in aid 
of said railroad. The eleetion was held Aug. 28, 
1869, and 77 votes were given for and 54 against 
the subscription. This was a majority of the 
legal voters voting at the election. A special 
town meeting was held in May, 1870, to recensid- 
er this subscription, and the vote was 60 for and 
1 against reconsideration. The town officers 
therefore refused to issue the bonds, and suit 
was brought for mandamus to compel them to 


do so. The Circuit Court granted the manda- 


mus, but the Supreme Court reversed the de- 
cree. 


As the cireumstances of this case f robably 
cover most of the other subscriptions io that 
railroad, and perhaps the subscriptions to many 
other roads in the State, a brief statement of the 
grounds upon which the Court declared the 
whole proceeding void may be of importance. 
Under the charter of the Company, towns were 
authorized to subscribe to the stock of the Com- 
pany as @ whole. The road was to run from 
Rock Hiver to Chicago. The Town of Montmo- 
ren¢y was authorized to subscribe for stock in the 
whole road, and not in @ part of it, Under the 
into Givisicns, and the iotice of the re- 


cited that it was to determine whether the town 
would subscribe $50,000 to the stock in the first 
division of the road, extending from Rock Falls 
to Amboy. A separate and distinct stock iséte 
was made for each division. As the town wag 
only authorized to vote stock for the whole road, 
and as the election was for voting stock for one 
of three divisiou, the eubscription was void, # 
‘In the election notice it was recited that the 
bonds to be issued were to be in such form as to 
entitle them to be registered under the law of 
1869 (Railroad-Grab law), but that act provides 
that its benefite shall not extend to any bonds 
or debt, unless the subscription was yoted bys 
majority of the legal voters of the town. As it 
nowhere appears that the subscription was 
voted for by a majority of the legal voters living 
in the town, but only a majority soft th 
voting, the ‘Supreme Court declare the whole 
election null and void. Other counties, cities, 
and towns in the State, which have isshed bonds 
to these railway companies, can, in the light of 
this decision, investigate how far the elections 
were valid, and the proceedings in conformity to 
law.

That nothing might be lack- 
ing as a basis of trade, ‘Mr. Casserly threw in 
the remainder of his Senatorial term and came 
in person to help beat Booth. On the one side 
was the combined party power and the con- 
solidated money power; on the other side, 
Booth and the Independent movement. 

In the organization of the Legislature, Booth’s 
supporters were successful by 63 votes to 47. 
‘ Bubsequently, two of the Independents appear 
to have yielded either to blandishmcnt or the 
lash. Some others wavered for a time, but they 
did not yield. While hope remained that Booth 
might be beaten, the Capital swarmed with as- 
pirants open to a trade; but hope bad fled a 
week ago, when it was definitely proved that not 
enough members could be brought into the 
caucuses of both the old parties to make a trade 
successful. as the balloting commenced, 
the remnante of “two parties” fell off into 
sullenness, awaiting the inevitable result. There 
now remains to be elected a Senator for 
the unexpired term of Mr. Casserly, end- 
ing in 1875, when Booth’s term begins. 
That fragment of a term was, as we have said, 
part of the capital stock against Booth ; at all 
events, its market value does not appear to have 
contributed to Booth’s election. The Independ- 
ents having now the assured power to confer it 
as they will, and having promised it to no one 
(so far as known), may very properly decide to 
have Gov. Booth enter at once upon the national 
career to which he is destined. The legislative 
session will not exceed six weeks, and Gov. 
Booth, after be has approved such ~holesome 
measures as will be passed for the restraint of 
the Central Pacific Railroad power in California, 
may take his seat in the United States Senate at 
once, with every promise of great usefulness to 
his State and tothecountry. The dispatches 


Hager, of San Francisco, will be elected for the 
short term. Fortunately, Judge Hager is also 
an Anti-Monopoly man, and the moral effect of 
Booth’s election will be strengthened by the 
choice. 


A morning newspaper of this city gravely ad- 
vocates, in one article, a proposition to abolish 
the churches, and im another article in the same 
issue proposes to re-establish the doctrine of 
hell.

The change from the 
spirits to which the writers on that paper have 
hitherto been accustomed will be an abrupt one, 
but there is every reason to expect that, after 
they have abolished the churches, they will soon
